A year earlier, a sisccet to 
construct a trunk sewer and 
treatment plant for the Cold- 
water Creek watershed was 
dropped when it was found the 
asasessed valuation in the pro- 
posed subdistrict was too low 
to sustain a bond issue of about 
$5,500,000. 

Boundaries of both proposed 
subdistricts would be enlarged 
under the ordinances introduced 
yesterday, to include land an- 
nexed by the Metropolitan Sewer 
District since the original pro- 
posals were made. A _ spokes- 
man for the M.S.D. estimated 
that 600 to 700 acres have been 
added to the Gravois subdistrict 
and about 200 acres have been 
added to the Coldwater subdis- 
trict.

Man Named in Warrant

John Joseph Hummel, a 24- 
year-old plumber, obtained $9500

rant against him, police report- 
ed.

The warrant was issued on a 
complaint by a representative of 
the First National Bank in St.

The check 
was drawn against the account 
of a St. Louis business executive, 
whose signature was forged, and 
to the order of a ‘‘Robert Car- 
well.”’ 


Hummel, who lives in the 6200 
block of Scanlan» avenue, has 
been identified as the man who. 
deposited the check in an 
account in the First National 
Bank at East St. Louis and who 
later withdrew $9500 from the 
account. 


Hummel was arrested by St. 
Louis police at Ninth street and 
Washington avenue Monday after 
a representative of the Bank of 
St. Louis discovered that a check 
for $8450 which Hummel alleged- 
ly had deposited earlier in that 
bank was forged. When Hum- 
mel reportedly sought to make 
a withdrawal from the account 
he had opened with the forged 
check, the bank delayed him un- 
til police could be called. 

Police said a third forged 
check for $14,950 had been de- 
posited by Hummel in the Union 
National Bank of East St. Louis.

Action at Paris

MOSCOW, May 18—Many ob- 
servers in Western embassies 
here believe that the imperatives 
of Soviet politics left premier 
Khrushchev little choice but to 
move as he did Monday for a 
delay “of negotiations with the 
West. 

They do not believe that these 
imperatives derive from any 
economic crisis or political weak- 
ness, but rather from the Krem- 
lin’s need to be recognized as 
an equal of the United States be- 
fore there can be any attempt 
at bargaining. 

Some of the most respected 
students of the Soviet Union in 
Moscow’s diplomatic colony are 
betting that there will be no 
major changes in the broad out- 
lines of Russian policy. Khrush- 
chev’s hard-won decision to en- 
trust Soviet military might to 
rocketry, his attempts to raise 
the standard of living of his 
people, his easing of personal 
life at home and increase of 
contacts with the rest of the 
world will not be reversed by 
events in Paris, these diplomats 
maintain. 

They feel that Khrushchev’s 
unbending reaction to the United 
States reconnaissance flight 
across his country on May 1 
would probably have been dif- 
ferent if the United States han- 
dling of the incident had been 
different. 

MANY OF MOSCOW’S diplo- 
mats feel they now see the ir- 
reversible logic of events since 
May day and wish that Wash- 
ington could have another 
chance to live that fortnight over 
again. 

Statements Caused Problem. 

The difficulty, the diplomats 
argue, was caused not so much 
by the flight or capture of the 
plane but by statements in the 
United States, official and unof- 
ficial, that openly or implicitly 
challenged the Soviet Union’s 
capability to defend its own bor- 
ders and skies. 


“That thought may have giver 
comfort to some people in the 
United States,’ one diplomat de- 
clared. “But to rub it in their 
faces and to challenge the very 
image of big power equality that 
enabled Khrushchev finally to 
think seriously of negotiation 
what did they expect?” 

Diplomats tend to agree that 
no Russian leader, even one as 
popular as Khrushchev, could 
have withstood the criticism at 
home if he had not rebelled 
dramatically against suggestions 
of weakness from abroad. 

Diplomats here have sensed 
that Russian policy for some 
time has reflected an obession 
for equality or parity in inter- 
national councils. At times this 
has taken the form of a demand 
that East and West be seated, 
one for one. Even singers and 
painters exchanged between Mos- 
cow and London or Washington 
are counted off man for man. 


At other times, as in prepara- 
tions for the summit, diplo- 
mats have felt that Moscow was 
satisfied to be outnumbered as 
long as there was a clear recog- 
nition of its military and diplo- 
matic equality. 

It is this sense of balance that 
observers believe was shattered 
by Washington’s indication last 
week that overflights would con- 
tinue and by statements in Con- 
gress and in the Western press 
that implied the Soviet inability 
to do anything about it.

tured American pilot. 


For, the benefit of his own peo- 
ple it is expected that Khrush- 
chev will make some deliberate 
effort to demonstrate that noth- 
ing at home has changed. Obser- 
vers believe that some Russian 
leaders could argue for even 
more national self-reliance and 
impressive demonstration of 
economic and military strength, 
but no one, they feel, can advo- 
cate a reversal of the major 
Khrushchev domestic reforms.

Voters in the Ritenour school 
district approved a proposed 
$1,500,000 bond issue for class- 
room construction yesterday.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., May 
18 (AP)—Diplomats predicted 
today that Soviet spy plane 
charges and American demands 
for measures to prevent sneak 
attack may both reach the floor 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly next month.

Four summit conference broke 
up in a dispute between the 
United States and Russia. 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
said last week Russia would put 
the spy plane case before the 
Assembly and the Security Coun- 
cil ‘“‘whenever it is necessary.” 

‘President Eisenhower said 
Monday that in the near future 
he would propose that the U.N. 
create a system of aerial surveil- 
lance against surprise attack to 
operate in all countries that 
would accept it. He did not say 
to which U.N. body he would 
send the proposal. 

When Mr. Eisenhower refused 
to apologize to Khrushchev for 
the May Day flight of the United 
States spy plane downed over 
Soviet territory and the Paris 
conclave collapsed, delegates 
said this probably would hap- 
pen in the UN.: 

Both the Soviet Union and the 
United States would ask for a 
meeting of the 1l-nation Secur- 
ity Council, perhaps this week. 

A Soviet resolution to con- 
demn the United States as an ag- 
gressor would fail to get the 
seven votes necessary for ap- 
proval.

“We stand ready to supply 
power to all the buildings pro- 


dent of the company, said. “We 
are confident substantial im- 
provements will be carried out 
in the downtown area and al- 
ready have made our invest- 
ments in equipment accord- 
ingly.”’ 

The plans include a proposed 
stadium, riverfront apartment 
buildings, motels and other new 
construction. 

The new. substation, along 
with a new 138,000-volt trans- 
mission line connecting it with 
East Side power plants, cost 
$3,000,000. 

McAfee said the utility is plan- 
ning to construct a substation in 
the Grand boulevard - Market 
street area to provide for power 
needs of buildings and industry 
in the Mill Creek Valley redevel- 
opment area. 

Facilites are already built to 
serve pre-1965 construction in 
the valley, McAfee said, and the 
company’s long-range budget 
makes a provision for the new 
substation in 1965.

A Collapse of 

The collapse of the summit talks is a severe 
blow to the: world-wide hopes for a relaxation 
of East-West tensions, but it would be irre- 
sponsible to regard it as a fatal blow to peace. 
After the Paris fiasco as before, the basic 
facts of the world situation remain the same. 
The most portentous of them is the common 
destiny which gives all nations a stake in 
averting nuclear war and an unavoidable obli- 
gation to seek the settlement of international 
disputes by peaceful means. 

There can be little question that the imme- 
diate cause of the collapse was a determina- 
tion by Premier Khrushchev not to go through 
with a conference which he himself had so 
long and so indefatigably promoted. But it 
would be a mistake to suppose that this was 
the result of an inexplicable and malignant 
whim. Reasons lay behind his arrogant and 
insulting behavior at Paris, and our leader- 
ship desperately needs the wisdom that would 
come with a deep understanding of them. It 
is all too clear that not enough understanding 
has gone into our policy making up to now. 

Surely it was a disastrous miscalculation to 
suppose that aerial espionage could be con- 
ducted on the very eve of the summit confer- 
ence. Even had the U-2 not been shot down, 
with such far-reaching consequences to the 
very heart of the Western alliance, its flight 
would have been detected and would have 
had its influence on Soviet policy at Paris. 
There was, then, a grave dereliction in per- 
mitting the flight even to be made. This was 
compounded by the series of blunders which 
placed our nation first in the role of falsifier 
and then in the role of publicly proclaiming 
a policy of violating international law.

Throughout, whoever was at the controls 
revealed a total absence of comprehension of 
the position we were forcing Khrushchev into. 
We were undercutting him with the military 
and Stalinist forces who had never trusted his 
approaches toward an accommodation with the 
West. According to the Manchester Guardian, 
his discussion of the U-2 incident before the 
Supreme Soviet was remarkable for its “cal- 
culated moderation.” He made every effort 
to disassociate President Eisenhower from the 
venture and to leave the door open for the 
renunciation which Mr. Eisenhower declined 
to make until, too late, at the summit. By the 
time he reached Paris, however, Khrushchev’s 
mood had become one of calculated immod- 
eration, and one can only suppose that this 
was because the President had closed the door 
by proclaiming a policy of aerial surveillance. 
That error made Khrushchev’s domestic 
political position untenable. He reacted as 
any politician would react, by becoming as 
tough as his toughest critics. 

Probably our misunderstandings went deep- 
er and beyond the U-2 incident. Although 
they may have been doing so for bargaining 
purposes, our foreign policy spokesmen had 
been taking an increasingly severe line 
against a settlement of the Berlin question. 
Dr. Adenauer was publicly given what 
amounted to a veto over our Berlin and Ger- 
man policies. To Khrushchev’s critics in

Moscow and Peiping, these attitudes provided 
verification of their hostility to negotiation 
with the West. If they needed more, they 
could get it from the Pentagon-Atomic Energy 
Commission opposition to a nuclear testing 
treaty, and from the fact that immediately 
after the Soviets had accepted the principle 
of joint underground research tests, our Gov- 
ernment came out with an ambiguous pro- 
gram which seemed far more unilateral than 
joint. This too may have been done for bar- 
gaining purposes, but it could be used by 
Soviet forces hostile to negotiation as evi- 
dence that the West did not sincerely want 
settlements. 

Of course there is equal or even greater 
misunderstanding of Western motives in Rus- 
sia. On balance, the responsibility for the 
Paris collapse is far more theirs than ours. 
But we shall profit little by blind recrimina- 
tion. Since peace has to be pursued, we need 
to profit by our own mistakes, which we can 
do something about, whether the Soviets 
profit by theirs or not. 

> . ° 

It is very difficult to escape the conclusion 
that a major factor in the situation has been 
the absence of hard, unremitting, intense 
attention to the problem: by the President 
himself. There has been too much reliance 
on good will tours and not enough continuous 
leadership at the top. Waging peace—the 
single most important task any President 
could undertake —is not a part-time job to 
be intermittently carried on at the person- 
ality level, but a consuming responsibility 
which demands the best thought, the best 
foresight, the best understanding and vision 
our nation can mobilize. 

So the President’s policy of working to- 
ward an accommodation with the Soviets has 
suffered a serious defeat. Yet the policy still 
is the only one that makes sense. Summit 
conferences are not the only way to negoti- 
ate, and. we need to keep all the channels 
open for a resumption of:negotiation when 
the time is right. Above all, we need to brace 
ourselves for calm, cool, intelligent and re- 
sponsible behavior during a renewed Berlin 
crisis if Khrushchev chooses to provoke one. 
There is every reason for the West to stand 
firm on its rights in Berlin, but there is no 
reason for premature resort to force. In addi- 
tion to standing firm against unilateral abro- 
gation of our rights, we should make clear 
our readiness to negotiate a new status for 
Berlin that would guarantee everybody’s 
rights. Permitting the issue to be defined 
as a choice between the status quo and war 
would be another frightful miscalculation. 

We believe the basic reason for the Paris 
collapse is a failure of the peace party in the 
Soviet Union and the peace party in the West 
to build bridges of understanding strong 
enough to support definitive action for peace. 
The bridges still need to be built. If there 
is a Cold War party on each side that regards 
the present breach as a vindication and a 
triumph, the vast majority the world over 
must regard it as a temporary setback to be 
overcome by understanding and good will. 


Time Without Strings 


Appearing against the bill which would pro- 
vide 16 hours of prime TV time free of charge 
to the major presidential candidates in the 
two months preceding election day, Vice 
President Nixon said this would be “expro- 
priation.” Frank Stanton, president of CBS, 
said it would be “a clear, bald and dangerous 
violation of the principles which govern tele- 
vision.” Both men by some coincidence said 
it would be as bad as forcing the newspapers 
to print free advertising or as compelling 
the railroads and the airlines to provide free 
transportation. Yet CBS and NBC have made 
free time offers of their own. 


Such reasoning overlooks the public pur- 
pose of the pending Senate bill and similar 
proposals. The importance of TV in national 
campaigns now is a recognized fact of politi- 
cal life. Other democracies have made sure 
that the candidate with the most money does 
not get the most TV time and, so, the best 
chance to woo the voters. In the United 
States, where the cost of running for office 
already is scandalously high, the problem 
must be faced—and faced wig fairness to all 
concerned. | 


Since the air waves are public property 
and their use is granted in the public interest, 
a few hours made available every four years 
hardly would be “expropriation.” Indeed Mr. 
Stanton complained that the bill did not cover 
senatorial, gubernatorial and congressional 
elections and the primaries preceding them. 


These perplexing points, however, can be 
put aside until reasonable provisions have 
been made in connection with filling the two 
offices in which all the voters of the nation 
have a choice. Mr. Stanton believes the prob- 
lem would be solved if nothing else were 
done than to free the broadcasters of the ad- 
mittedly troublesome obligation to provide 
equa time for all candidates. The networks 
then could make time available voluntarily 
to the major candidates, he says. Actually, 
they could do what they wanted to do; they 
could give time generously to one candidate 
and no time at all to another, or they could 
refuse time to both. 


The public interest in TV presidential cam- 
paigning requires more protection than the 
good will and judgment of the networks, how- 
ever excellent their intentions. 


Airliner and Flight Recorder 


The Federal Aviation Agency’s plan to re- 
quire automatic flight recorders on all jet 
airliners is a sound one and there is little 
ground for the opposition that has been raised. 
As a safety factor and as an aid in the investi- 
gation of accidents, the flight recorder is 
highly valuable. The objections of the Air 
Transport Association to the mandatory in- 
stallation by Sept. 1 are more than balanced 
by the approval of the flight engineers and 
the pilots who fly the planes. | 

Built to withstand fire, immersion and 
crash impact, the devices constantly record 
on metal tape altitude, vertical acceleration 
(gravity forces), speed and time. Had re- 
corders been on the Eleetras that crashed 
recently it is likely the cause of these acci- 
dents would have been found quickly. In the 
case of turbulence, which becomes more of a 
factor as planes fly higher and faster, record- 
ers would reveal the degree of the stress. 

While it is true that such improvements as 
storm warning radar and the flight recorder 
add to operating costs, their values cannot be 


measured in money. But this extra expense 
does strengthen the case the airlines have 
before the Civil Aeronautics Board for an in- 
crease in rates. 


Back to Babel? 


A skyscraper to accommodate 25,000 work- 
ers is being built in the most congested sec- 
tion of New York, and Dean Passonneau of 
Washington University’s school of architec- 
ture says people can have even larger “mega- 
buildings” if they want them. 


John Poland of the City Plan Commission, 
on the other hand, evokes a horizontal night- 
mare of ever spreading cities with no open 
space except for automobiles. Frank Lloyd 
Wright was willing to build such a linear city, 
or a mile-high skyscraper. 

It is hard to say whether traffic jams would 
be worse on the expressways or in the elevator 
shafts. But if either trend is followed, the 
peaceful use of nuclear energy may be found 
by the urban redevelopment people. They 
will be able to clear away “megabuildings” 
and “megacities” only with “megabombs.” 


The McCaffery Case 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals’ decision in 
the McCaffery case quite properly reverses a 
questionable lower court ruling by Circuit 
Judge Murphy that could be read as condon- 
ing the use of public office for private ends. 

Dr. James J. McCaffery, a former member 
and former president of the St. Louis Scheol 
Board, was charged in a civil suit by two of 
his School Board colleagues with gross mis- 
conduct in use of Board employes to redeco- 
rate his son’s residence. Judge Murphy held 
that financial “adjustments” later made by 
Dr. McCaffery saved the Board any monetary 
loss. The Appeals Court said this was no ex- 
cuse. The work was performed on School 
Board time. Dr. McCaffery was not merely 
“indiscreet,” as Judge Murphy held; the Ap- 
peals Court said he had flagrantly violated 
his public trust, as indeed he did. 


The effect of Judge Murphy’s decision was 
to continue Dr. McCaffery in office, an error 
that the people quickly remedied at the polls 
as soon as Dr. McCaffery offered himself for 
another term. But two Board members who 
in the public interest had gone to the Circuit 
Court, the agency responsible for supervising 
the School Board, stood to lose $4000 in court 
costs. Dr. McCaffery now will be required 
to assume this liability, as well as whatever 
loss the lower court determines was suffered 
by the School Board. This is more like justice. 


Success Acknowledged

Our railroads are in favor of the 
Arkansas program and especially a 9- 
foot channel on the Arkansas and Ver- 
digris rivers, for barge transportation 
from the confluence of the Arkansas 
and Mississippi rivers to Catoosa, 
Okla.—for practical purposes to Tulsa.

by the Arkansas and Verdigris rivers. 


Some three years ago a major heavy 
industry was considering the location 
of a plant in either the Southeast or 
the Southwest. 


An industrial team from Oklahoma 
went to work and was able to have 
Muskogee included among the 13 
areas selected for intensive study. 

Muskogee rated most favorable of 
the 13 in the cost of electricity, gas, 
labor, water, and land, but the trans- 
portation cost of raw material in and 
finished products out was so high as 
to eliminate Muskogee from further 
consideration. 

The company engineer in charge of 
this study had this to say in a letter: 

“If the proposed barging facilities of 
the Arkansas river were now a reality, 
our finding might be different, but the 
existing spread between rail and water- 
borne freight is so great that these 
other factors in your favor are more 
than neutralized.” 


The great handicap northeastern Ok- 
lahoma carries in its fight for. indus- 
trialization is high transportation costs. 


Rail rates to and from points on 
the Gulf Coast are relatively low; mov- 
ing inland the rates rise for a while 
but, as Missouri river points are ap- 
proached, start dropping, reaching the 
lowest levels at points right on the 
river. 

If this rate pattern is graphed, there 
would be a steady rise in the graph 
from the Gulf to a plateau midway be- 
tween the Gulf and the Missouri river 
with the chart then descending to a 
low on that river. The plateau of high 
rate level represents the situation here 
in Oklahoma. 


The common factor at both ends of 
the chart where rail rates are the 
lowest is waterborne transportation. 


The barge operator can provide serv- 
ice at less cost than can the rail. The 
rails do not want to lose business to 
the barge and thus establish rates to 
and from water points lower than their 
average rates and in competition with 
barge rates—all things considered. 


These lower rail rates at water point 
are known, in technical parlance, as 
“‘water-compelled rates.” 

We feel the railroads in the area of 
water-compelled rates will lose in per- 
car earnings but this loss will be, in 
our considered opinion, more,than off- 
set by increased volume generated by 
the new industry attracted by water- 
compelled rates. 

Barge lines have minimum tenders 
of 500 to 1000 tons. For a shipper to 
obtain the cheapest rate he must ship 
in very large volume. 

This requirement of such large mini- 
mum restricts barge service to a lim- 
ited range of products—mostly indus- 
trial raw materials and fuels. 

But it seems fairly obvious that a 


. plant consuming huge amounts of raw 


materials will produce the type of 
product which the rails are most aptly 
suited to handle, 

Railroad transport offers relatively 


low cost, fairly rapid movement to 
thousands of different points through- 
out the nation. 

In western Arkansas and eastern 
Oklahoma are large deposits of high- 
quality coking coal. This coal is cur- 
rently being mined in moderate volume 


_and shipped by rail mainly to steel 


mills in Colorado, Utah, and California. 

Because of the rate structure, the 
market for this coal to the east of the 
fields is limited. The laid-down price 
at the western mills is quite high. 

The advent of navigation on the Ar- 
kansas would open new markets, par- 
ticularly on the lower reaches of the 
Mississippi, to the Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas coal producers. 

These new markets would not pro- 
duce a pound of freight for the rail- 
roads of the territory. But to the ex- 

tent that they en- 
abled the mine pro- 
ducer to achieve 
and lower costs 
through volume 
production, rail- 
roads would re- 
ceive the benefit of 
a continuous mar- 
. ket for this coal to 
} the West. 

I feel it incum- 
bent upon me to 
comment on the

Railroads, of which our roads are 
dues-paying mmebers. 


This pamphlet urges Congress to 
deauthorize the project and ‘“‘particu- 
larly its navigation features until such 
time as changes in economic conditions 
suggest the need for a restudy.”’ 

But let’s look at the record. The 
upper Mississippi Waterway project 
was authorized in 1936 with a traffic 
forecast of 9,000,000 tons; by 1950 this 
figure was exceeded more than 2,000,- 
000 tons. 

The Illinois Waterway was authorized 
in 1933 and within 17 years the pro- 
jected tonnage had more than doubled.

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ARCH PROPOSAL 
RAISES HOPES 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 18—A 
proposal by the Interior Depart- 
ment to start construction of the 
Saarinen arch at St. Louis with- 
in the next two years was 
termed ‘‘very encouraging” to- 
day by members of the St. Louis 
area delegation in Congress. 

They expressed hope the pro- 
posal would aid them in their 
efforts to obtain additional fed- 
eral funds for the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial proj- 
eci. The arch is to be the cen- 
tral feature of the project. 

A proposal that.construction of 
the 619-foot-high stainless steel 
arch be undertaken in the year 
beginning July 1, 1961, was con- 
tained in a construction sched- 
ule prepared for the project last 
week by the Interior Depart- 
ment. 

Members of the St. Louis area 
congressional delegation said 
they hoped the department’s ac- 
tion would help to ward off any 
effort to delay construction of 
the arch. They had previously 
expressed concern that the Bu- 
reau of the Budget might seek 
to defer construction of the 
arch, the most expensive phase 
of the project. 

Karsten’s Opinion. 

Representative Frank M. Kar- 
gten (Dem.), St. Louis, said the 
Interior Department’s action 
“makes it incumbent on the 
Budget Bureau to clear the way 
for the project by making the 
necessary money available.” He 
added: 

“The Budget Bureau, for some 
reason, has seemed reluctant to 
go ahead with the project. Con- 
gress has approved the memo- 
rial, and the people of St. Louis 
have been waiting nearly 30 
years for the Federal Govern- 
ment to carry out its commit- 
ment. 


“With the Interior Department 
in agreement, everyone is in fa- 
vor of going ahead rapidly. Now 
it is squarely up to the Budget 
Bureau.” 


Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis (Rep.), Webster Groves, said 
he was confident the Budget 
Bureau would “accept the In- 
terior Department’s reaffirma- 
tion of its earlier construction 
schedule for the memorial.” 


Curtis said he had been in- 
formed that over a period of 
time ‘‘the bureau’s attitude has 
changed.”’ As a result, he added, 
he does not expect the bureau 
to oppose efforts to provide addi- 
tional funds for the project. 

Supplemental Appropriation. 

“The problem now,” he went 
on, “‘will be to get additional 
funds for the project included 
in a general supplemental appro- 
priation bill if one is drafted be- 
fore Congress adjourns.” A 
spokesman for the Budget Bu- 
reau told the Post-Dispatch last 
week a supplemental bill was 
likely to be submitted soon. 


Representative Leonor K. Sul- 


livan (Dem.), St. Louis, em- 
phasized the importance of hav- 
ing the Budget Bureau request 
additional funds for the project. 
“If the bureau doesn’t, we're 


out of luck at this session of | 


Congress,”’ she observed. 


A spokesman for Senator | 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- | 


souri, said ‘“‘strong efforts” will 
be made by the St. Louis con- 
gressional delegation to obtain a 
supplemental appropriation be- 
fore Congress adjourns. 

A spokesman for Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. (Dem.), 
Missouri, expressed pleasure that 
the Interior Department did not 
recommend any delay in the 
memorial project. ! 

Schedule Indorsed. 

The Post-Dispatch reported 
Sunday that the Interior Depart- 
ment had indorsed, with only 
slight modifications, earlier con- 


struction schedules. The depart-| 


ment renewed its earlier request 
.for a supplemental appropriation 
of $4,603,125 to help finance work 
on the project in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

The department’s views were 
contained in a confidential report 
it submitted to the Bureau of 
the Budget. The bureau had 
asked the department to review 
construction plans for the project 
to determine what portions of it 
could be completed in the next 
three years. 

The need for additional funds 
for the undertaking has been 
emphasized by city officials and 
others following the recent action 
of Senate and House conferees 
in approving only $1,650,000 for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1.

WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
—Senate. investigators produced 
evidence today that a federal of- 
ficial has earned $287,142 since 
1953 from outside business deal- 
ings indirectly imvolving drug 
firms he polices. 

The official, Dr. Henry Welch, 
head of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration antibiotics division, | 
did not attend the public hearing 
at which the Senate anti-trust 
and monopoly subcommittee 
placed the figures in evidence. 
He is reported ill from a heart 
ailment. 

Subcommittee staff aids con- 
tended Dr. Welch told his su- 
perior officers he was receiving 
only an “honorarium’’ from his 
outside work for a New York 
firm which publishes medical 
journals, without telling them 
how much. 

Counsel for Dr. Welch said in 
advance of the hearing that he 
would disregard medical advice 
and testify if anyone challenged 
his integrity. | 

Challenge by Kefauver. |

Negroes rub ! in the 
work place, in public institutions, 
in the marketplace and in areas 
of public accommodation. 

But when the whistle blows, 
or the wall clock marks the end 
of the work day, the paths of 
homing whites and Negroes 
sharply diverge. 

In the rush hour a northbound 
New York subway starts out 
with a richly mixed human 
cargo. On the journey uptown 


the shifting boundary of Harlem, 
only Negroes and Puerto Ricans 
are left. 

For some, and perhaps for 
most Negroes, a segregated 
neighborhood provides a wel- 
come retreat from a white world 
that can be hostile when it is not 
indifferent. Dirty, crowded, gen- 
erally depressed the home terri- 
tory may be, but it still repre- 
sents a haven where a black 
man can relax with his own 
kind, immune to great indigni- 
ties and small affronts. 

For others—and their number 
increases with the rapid growth 
of the new Negro middle class— 
the rigid, invisible walls are a 
source of. mounting frustration. 
For the community at large 
the Negro ghetto stands as a 
great unresolved social prob- 
lem, a focus of poverty, vice, 
crime, and human misery that 
can spread infections through 
the whole of the body politic. 


Number One Problem. 


For reasonably well-to-do Ne- 
groes as well as the very poor, 
housing ranks ‘as the number 
one problem—the greatest single 
source of privation and of griev- 
ance. A Negro still encounters 
prejudice and discrimination in 
every area of everyday living. 
However, in employment, edu- 
cation, politics, and free access 
to public institutions and serv- 
ices, an optimistic Negro can 
now see daylight. Despite a 
great deal of talk, and some ac- 
tion, the slum in which he lives 
remains uncleared; nowhere has 
progress kept pace with the 
spread of urban blight. 

The 1950 census provided these 
measurements: 

More than 60 per cent of. all 
urban Negro families lived in 
sub-standard dwellings — units 
either dilapidated or lacking 
minimum sanitary facilities. The 
percentage of whites in such 
dwellings was less than 20 per 
cent. 

More than a third of urban 
dwellings occupied by Negroes 
were classified as crowded by 
a rather primitive standard, 
that is containing more persons 
than rooms. Only one white | 
family in eight lived under simi- | 
lar conditions. | 
There is no reason to believe | 
that the data currently being | 
collected by the census-takers | 
will substantially alter this dis- 
mal picture. 

These are only rough internal 
dimensions of the Negro housing 
problem. The dwellings avail- 
able to colored tenants or pur- 
chasers are usually in jam- 
packed areas deficient in parks, 
playgrounds, and public serv- 
ices, and served by the oldest 
and most decrepit of public 
schools. In many cases the 
neighborhoods are threaded 
among industrial and commer- 
cial districts. The Negro often 
finds himself lodged uncertainly 
in housing that js slated to make 
way for non-residential struc- 
tures, and therefore is subject

With all of this, square foot 
for square foot, and in terms 
of services rendered, the Negro 
usually pays more for housing

There has been, of course, a 
spuradic public assault on the 
‘rban siums over more than 
20 years, and tangible results 
can be seen in every city.

The pro- 
cess is so well-advanced that the 
district, river-bound in its upper 
reaches, may actually show a 
decline in population as a re- 
sult of the resulting wholesale 
reductions in population density. 

The trouble is that the tide 
of Negro and Puerto Rican new- 
comers still runs ahead of the 
bulldozers of slum _ clearance. 
The patchwork program, running 
in fits and starts in response to 
recurring economy waves in 
Washington and onslaughts from 
private real estate lobbyists, 
cleans up a corner of one slum 
but may send a surplus of dis- 
placed residents out to found 
another depressed neighborhood 
somewhere else. 


Even so, the results produced 
by low-rent public housing in the 
lower reaches of the Negro 
housing problem are impressive. 
Negro families enabled by public 
subsidy to move into these pro- 
jects make an astronomical im- 
provement in their physical en- 
vironment, and the process is 
producing measurable results in 
the rising generation. It seems 
reasonable to assume that pub- 
lic housing as a basic tool of 
urban renewal is now firmly 
built into Federal policy, and 
that the coming change in the 
political climate in Washington 
will bring a new priority and 
vigor to the program no matter 
which party carries off first 
prize in November, 

Perpetuating the Pattern. 

Although, all public housing is 
now theoretically unsegregated, 
and a considerable amount in 
fringe neighborhoods is so in 
fact, it still follows that the pro- 
gram will tend to perpetuate 


segregated neighborhoods.. Even? 


when cleared slum land is put 
to non-residential use and the 
former residents of the area are 
physically relocated some dis- 
tance away, the separate pattern 
is likely to re-emerge. Indeed, 
the evidence is quite clear that 
Negroes of the lower income and 
attainment level will huddle to- 
gether by choice, even without 
the structures of prejudice. Les- 
ter Granger of the Urban League 
conceded this when he said: ‘So 
long as we have this continuing 
flood of migrants in New York, 
we would need Harlem and other 
substantially segregated neigh- 
borhoods as receiving depots if 
for no other reason. People 
want to, and probably need to, 
stay among their own kind when 
they are strangers trying to 
make a new life in unfamiliar 
surroundings.” 

No one, then, has reason to 
assume that the segregated 
Negro sections of the great cities 
will disappear any time soon— 
although in every one of them 
internal improvement of environ- 
ment and services is a matter 
of urgent public business. 

The great, unresolved problem 
is to make provision for the in- 
creasing number of Negro fami- 
lies who have climbed the ladder 
to the middle class. Like their 
white counterparts, who emerged 
from the same ghettos a genera- 
tion or more before them, they 
want to remove themselves and 
their children from the slums, 
and they have income sufficient 
to pay their own way. Except 
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for some, notably Jews, some 
restrictions still exist. But no 
other American suffers restraints 
on his mobility comparable to 
those ' reserved for non-whites. 
The attorney general of Michi- 
gan not long ago publicized an 
elaborate scale employed by real 
estate operators and property 
owners in the select suburbs of 
‘Grosse Point to determine ac- 


ceptability of prospective home 


purchasers. 

The computations were based 
on such matters as accent, swar- 
thiness, dress, manner, educa- 
tional attainment, and the like, 
and the minimum passing grade 
was 50 out of a possible 100 
points, There was no provision 
for Negroes at all. 


There are, of course, reasons 
aside from simple race prejudice 
why barriers go up against @ 
Negro who wants to buy a house 
or rent an apartment in an area 
occupied by whites. There is a 
widespread fear among property 
owners and real estate men that 
the advent of a single Negro 
family brings on an inundation— 
and with it a collapse of prop- 
erty values. This fear is clearly 
without foundation in upper- 
income areas, where the scarcity 
of upper-income Negro families 
is ag against any sharp- 
ly rising black tide. And the 
Commission on Race and Hous-

U.S., CANADIAN FIRE LOSS 
$1,000,000 A DAY IN 1959 


BOSTON, May 17 (UPI)— 
Major fires in the United States 
and Canada in 1959 caused a re- 
cord loss of more than $1,000,000 
a day, the National Fire Pro- 
tection Agency says. 

The $365,000,000 total was 
$6,500,000 over the previous rec- 
ord set in 1957, the independent 
non-profit agency reports. 

The largest single property 
loss, aside from aircraft fires, 
was at Roseburg, Ore., Aug. 7 
when a fire and explosion des- 
troyed or damaged 256 buildings 
at a cost of $10,000,000. 

Canada’s largest single loss 
was the destruction of a ter- 
minal warehouse at Pictou, Nova 
Scotia, July 6 when damages

The St. Louis County Council 
will be asked at its meeting to- 
day to establish a special com- 
mittee of its members to con- 
sider the possibility of construct- 
ing rubbish incinerators, Coun- 
cilman Russell Grantham 
(Dem.), Fifth District, said. 

Grantham said he planned to 
introduce a resolution for this 
purpose. He said he would sug- 
gest that the council committee, 
if one is appointed, enlist the 
aid of a citizen's committee in 
the study. 

Although the courtty has an un- 
committed balance of more than 
$700,000 in its bond issue fund 
for acquiring sanitary landfills, 
Grantham expressed the opin- 
ion this fund should not be used 
for incinerators. 

Noting that landfills will still 
be needed for ‘non-combustible 
rubbish, Grantham said the in- 
cinerators should be financed by 
a new bond issue. He estimated

Richard Rodgers 
On Writing Songs 


PARIS, May 18. 

RICHARD RODGERS, the musical half of the team of 
Rodgers and Hammerstein, doesn’t have any idea how many 
songs he has written. 

“I would guess,” he told us in Paris, where he was 

TU enmngs stopping for a few days, 

Sas “I’ve written over a thou- 

sand songs. The reason I 

don’t know is that I might 

write 20 songs for a, show 

and we might only use 14 
of them.” 

“What do you do with 
the other six?” 

“I rarely, very rarely 
use them for another 
show. And only once have 
I written a song which I 
used for something else. 
I wrote a tune called 
‘Make Me a Star’ for a 
picture which was sup- 
posed to star Jean Har- 
low. When Miss Harlow 
didn’t make it, we changed 
the lyrics and called it 
‘Blue Moon.’” 

When Rodgers said 
“‘we” he was talking about 
when he collaborated with Larry Hart. He said the only two 
men he worked with were Larry Hart and then Oscar Ham- 
merstein. 

“I wrote more songs with Hart than I did with Ham- 
merstein,” he said. ‘This is hecause the shows with Hart 
didn’t run as long and we had to work harder.” 


At the moment Rodgers and Hammerstein ghave 
two shows on Broadway, “Flower Drum Song” and 
“The Sound of Music,” a Lendon production of 
“Flower Drum Song,” and an estimated 100 stock 
productions of their shows playing somewhere at all 
times. Their earnings from the shows, records, pub- 
lishing, movies, and other income is probably over 
$1,000,000 a year before taxes! 


Rodgers said the toughest part of writing these days is 
that his work is always compared to his previous shows. 

“What works against Oscar and me is people’s nostalgia. 
Everyone loves the 10-year-old tunes better than the new 
ones. It took us seven years to get good reviews on the 
score of ‘The King and I.’ 

“When the show first opened, the critics said the 
songs were mediocre. But finally, when the movie came out, 
they all decided it was a wonderful score, We expect to get 
blasted now when we bring in a new show, and we have to 
wait a long time before the real judgment is in.” 

One always thinks of a composer of music ag someone 

who goes around with several tunes in his head at all times 
_ and can’t wait to rush to a piano to get them down on paper. 

Rodgers said he doesn’t operate like that. He said he only 

writes when he’s working on a show. 


“Oscar and I work like this: We talk out a show 
for several months and then make a musical skeleton 
of what we want. Then Oscar disappears to his farm 
at Doylestown, Pa., and I go up te Fairfield, Conn., 
where I have a house, and we both work separately. 
We might meet in New York for conferences, and 
Oscar will give me the script he’s worked on and the 
lyrics. Then I'll take them back te my heuse and set 
them to music. I’ve never had a tune come te my 
head, nor do I bank tunes for future shows.” 


The relationship between Rodgers and Hammerstein, 
Rodgers said, is a rare one. ‘“‘We’re fond of each other, our 
wives like each other, and our partnership is like a marriage, 
barring one element. The only way we've succeeded for so 
many: years was by deferring to each other. 

‘“‘We have an unspoken rule that if one or the other 
doesn’t like a song, it’s out. Oscar gets more bogged down 
than I do when we’re working on a show. This is because he 
does the mosaic work, and every little piece has to fall in 
place. Fm the one who supplies the big splashes of color.” 

Rodgers said he had no favorites among his own tunes. 
*‘They’re all like children, and you love them each for some- 
thing else. My favorite show is ‘Carrousel.’” 

Of Rodgers’s songs, he said the one that brings him the 
most income is “Slaughter on Tenth Avenue,” which was 
written for the ballet “On Your Toes.” 

“The second biggest money maker,” he said, “is ‘You'll 
Never Walk Alone,’ which is played at both weddings and 
funerals and occasionally in between.”

She ‘Just Happened’ to Go Tiger Hunting

NEW YORK, May 18 (AP). 

TODAY’S WOMEN do the 
darndest things. 

Take Janet Alexander, for in- 
stance — the poised, well-coiffed 
mother of four children, aged 9 
to 25, and the wife of a well- 
known New York banker, Henry 
C.. Alexander. 

Mrs. Alexander has just re- 
turned from a tiger hunt in 
Nepal, as a guest of the royal 
family, and last year she shot 
a rhinoceros on an African 
safari. 


“But I’m not actually a big 
game hunter,” protests this 
gentle, soft - spoken woman. 
“Before I went to Africa I 
never did anything more dar- 
ing than accompany my hus 
band on bird hunts. The op- 
portunities just’ happened to 
come up. And I enjoyed both 
of them to the hilt.” 


Like any fond mother, Janet 
brought home souvenirs for her 
three grown sons and her small 
daughter — rhinoceros hoofs and 
antelope skins from Africa, 
Nepalese hats and silks from 
Nepal. And, just for fun, she took 
along a camera on both occa- 
sions and brought back such 
dramatic pictures that she sold 
them to Sports Afield magazine. 

Her description of the tiger 
hunt could well give wanderlust 
to almost any old stay-at-home: 

“I went with some American 
friends — two couples — and we 
were guests of Prince Himalaya 
and Princess Princep of Nepal. 
We flew most of the way and 
completed the journey to the 
royal camp by jeep. 

“The camp was a clearing in 
the jungle, with a private com- 
pound about the size of a city 
block for each guest. My main 
tent was lined with saffron and 
brown silk in a striking modern 


print, had its own back yard and 
front piazza and oriental rugs on 
the floor. There also was a pri- 
vate bath tent, and each guest 
had three servants.

TV in a Bind at Summit

NEW YORK, May 18 (AP). 

TELEVISION, more often than 
not, finds itself in a bind when 
important news breaks or when 
events take unexpected turns. 

It isn’t TV’s fault, but the me- 
dium showed itself to be a 
chained giant of communications 
as the crisis loomed in Paris this 
week. It.served, in fact, as a 
mere auxiliary of both newspa- 
pers and radio. 

TV’s problem is that it must 
use motion pictures. That means 
it has to be on the spot with 
a camera when news breaks. 
Then it must find a fast means 


of getting those motion pictures 


to a point where they can be 
broadcast. 

The Paris crisis found TV cov- 
ering most of the vital news 
just as radio did: by voice. 

NBC on short notice Monday 
night threw out an hour-long ad- 
venture show and _ substituted 
quickly a 60-minute news» show 
about the foundering summit 
session. The network really 


y. 


didn’t have pictures for a long 
TV show. Correspondents were 
forced to rehash and retell and 
re-interpret hours-old events— 
events spread all over newspa- 
pers, radio—and events already 
related crisply and adequately 
on its own regularly scheduled 
news show. 


At the outset, anchorman Frank 
McGee confessed the problem: 
“Things that happened cannot 
be shown on film,” he said. ‘‘So 
we have chosen the spoken 
word.” But the spoken word ac- 
companied by still pictures of 
the speaker or newsreel type

Up Hannibal Hill — 
With Mark Twain 


I WAS IN HANNIBAL, looking around for Mark Twain, 
and only a few people could remember seeing him but every- 
body could point out where he’d been in his boyhood. The 
cave and the family house and his father’s office are nicely 

fixed up for the tourist 
trade, so nicely that the 
tourists look more at home 
in them now than Mark 
Twain would. 

Nobody could say much 
about where Twain had 
been in Hannibal as an 
adult. He left town at 14 
and he seldom came home 
again in his remaining 61 
years. He visited Hannibal 
for the last time in 1902, 
eight years before his 
death. He posed at the 
front door of the family 
home and in the picture 
taken then he seems to be 
dreading the explosion of 

_ the photographer’s flash 
Lo i ; powder. From the look on 

‘ se Twain’s face I suspect he 
MARK TWAIN was looking forward to 
getting off his feet and 
into an easy chair in somebody’s mansion, as soon as he had 
shot the photographer and the reception committee. 

Mark Twain was a great mansion man. He built two 
mansions and he was an expert at making a mansion look 
lived-in. I drove away from the scenes of his childhood, trying 
to figure out where in Hannibal I would go if I were Mark 
Twain, tired, thirsty, sought-after and given my pick of the 
/town’s. mansions, 


Hannibal has a good stand of hills and old homes 
and I suspect the hills were there first, although the 
houses have as much timeless dignity about them as 
the hills do. At the top of Bird street I saw a mansion 
holding down an immense expanse of hilltop. A com- 
plete view was impossible because of overgrowth and 
trees on the grounds and a crick in my neck but I 

, could see enough to know this was where Mark Twain 
_ would come to get off his feet. 


~The mansion stands on the highest ground in town. A ter- 
raced carriage drive rises behind two-foot stone walls to the 
mansion’s entry, about 100 feet above Bird street. John J. 
Cruikshank, a lumberman, built it in brick and named it 
Rockcliffe. He moved in his family in 1900 and said that if 
he could live to raise his family in Rockcliffe, that would be 
all he wanted of the place. He had his wish, and he died 
in 1924, The mansion hasn’t been lived in since that year. 
’ Cruikshank’s daughter, Mrs. M. P. Knighton, lives next 
door to the mansion. She is a gentle, pretty woman. She 
seemed surprised anyone would ask to be shown the mansion. 
Most of the curious people are content to try to break into it. 


Mrs. Knighton turned on the lights in the mansion’s 
entry hail, The entry hall would make a nice place to 
display a modern ranch house. Mrs. Knighton apol- 
ogized because the light bulbs glared harshly from the 
fixtures. Before the mansion’s windows were boarded 
over the fun-loving schoolboys formed teams, the 
stained glass window breakers versus the crystal chan- 
delier breeakers. The chandelier breakers won; they 
finished their destruction first. 


We stood in the mahogany paneled magnificence of the 
hall and its surrounding parlors. I asked the question. Had 
Mark Twain been here? 

“Yes, we had several parties for him the last time he 
was in Hannibal,” Mrs. Knighton said. 

“IT guess I shouldn’t admit it, but I remember him quite 
well. Partly because of the white suit, and partly because of 
the drawl. And then, Mr. Twain paid attention to me, I guess 
because I was the daughter of the family and he had 
daughters. 

“But mostly I remember his watch. It was a large gold 
watch and as he stood in the hall making his address—he 
had to give a talk, you know, it was expected of him—he 
constantly turned over the ‘watch in his hand, Timing him- 
self, I suppose.” 

I looked around the hall, imagining Twain speaking for 
his supper, So he didn’t get off his feet right away. But he 
certainly was standing high in luxury and when he looked 
through the glass windows at his river far below, he must 
have had a pleasant thought. He had risen as high in Hannibal 
as any local boy ever would. 


Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Staph Infections 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“MY SON-IN-LAW was operated on for a fistula, and 
the incision has healed 0.K., but where they gave him shots 
in the hip with a needle, it has festered like boils. They say 
it is staph infection—one of the worst they have seen. 

“What I'd like to know is if this is the fault of the 
hospital, for neglecting to sterilize the needles, or for not 

using clean water and soap. H.S.” 


Staph (or staphylococcus) infections are likély to be 
stubborn. There are different varieties of this type of germ, 
but I do not mean that one type is necessarily worse than 
-» another. For one person, one type may be worse; for another 
‘ person, some other type may do more mischief. 


But that’s beside the point. You are wondering whether: 


the hospital people were careless and whether your son-in- 
law is suffering as a result of their carelessness. 

I don’t want to duck your question, but I wasn’t present 
86 I can’t give you a positive answer. However, I don’t think 
it was carelessness, and I'l] tell you why. 
~ First of all, fistula is inclined to be a rather bad 
type of problem to handle because it has to heal from 
the inside, progressing out to the surface. In your 
son-in-law’s case, it healed without trouble. This in- 
dicates that it was given careful attention. A hospital 
that is careful about one thing is usually careful about 
all things. 


By nature, staph germs are known to linger on the skin, 
or on things we touch. They are quite common in the nose, 
which makes them hard to control. 

It doesn’t seem reasonable to me that the needle used 
on your son-in-law was not sterilized. It just must have been, 
in any good hospital. But here’s what I suspect happened: 
There were some staph germs on your son-in-law’s skin, or on 
his garments. The shot from the needle was clean enough, but 
there was this tiny aperture in the skin, and it was a doorway 
- big enough for the staph germs to enter afterward. 


You. e the result as “like boils.” Boils are a 
_ staph infection which gets started from very tiny, 
“ perhaps unnoticed and virtually invisible, scratch or 
=. aperture. That’s one reason why doctors are forever 
= urging people to use soap and water, or some 
antiseptic, on minor cuts and scratches, Most of the 
time no harm results, but sometimes the often-present 
staph gets in. 


There is no perfect, no 100 per cent protection. We just 
have to do the best we can. Sometimes we are unlucky. But 
after we’ve done our best, that’s it. 

I doubt that the hospital did anything wrong in your son- 
in-law’s case. Maybe .somebddy was careless, but maybe it 


was just one of those unavoidable things. I rather think it was.

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He'll Be Adopted as Indian Brave at 71 


Joe Peek, 
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After Varied Career, Started Making Tribal Dolls, So Shawnees Will Honor Him

ON THE FRONT DOOR of Joe 
Peek’s log cabin out in High 
Ridge there is a small, some- 
what arty, black wrought iron 
knocker. Beside the knocker is 
a piece of kindling hanging by a 
string from a nail driven into 
the door. Between the knocker 
and the piece of wood is a hand- 
lettered notice: 

“Beat on the door with this 
stick; I can’t hear the knocker.” 

Anyone who knows Joe Peek 
would smile and say to himself, 
that’s the story of Joe’s life; the 
arty little knocker on one hand, 
and the don’t-give-a-damn piece 
of kindling on the other. 

Joe is one of those rare, for- 
tunate individuals who, for at 
least 55 of his 71 years, has lived 
as he pleased with little regard 
for convention and none what- 
ever for what other people might 
think. 

If he were young today he 
might be called a beatnik, but 
with a difference. While Joe 
always cocked a quizzical eye 
at group-think, he didn’t sit 
around and bemoan the fate of 
the artist. He was always crea- 
tive, always busy at something 
and always made a pretty good 
living. Some people of his gen- 
eration were called ‘‘Bohemian”’ 
and Joe guesses that is what he 
was. Now, in his later years, he 
is practically a conservative. 
Joe hasn’t changed. Times have. 

He has never yearned much 
for fame, as long as he could 
do the things he liked to do, 
but now, at 71, he finds a meas- 
ure of fame thrust upon him. 
And he finds it a little bother- 
some. 

‘“‘What do I care, at my age,” 
he insists, chuckling and run- 
ning his fingers through his 
curly beard. He grew a beard 
long before a beard was a badge 
of anything. It makes him look 
like Dostoievski. 

A few years ago, combining 
two of his earlier careers, pup- 
pet-making and costume design- 
ing, Joe started making dolls in 
authentic Indian costumes. It 
started out mainly as something 
to do and now it has grown into 
a major project. 

In fact, Joe’s chief worry right 
now centers around a ceremony 
scheduled for this summer in 
which he is to be formally initi- 
ated into the Shawnee tribe. 

“They're coming this summer 
to give me the works,”’ Joe said 
with a nervous laugh, “but I 
positively refuse to go in the 
river. 

“They wanted to take me down 
to the Mississippi river,’’ he ex- 
plained with obvious horror, 
“and scrub me with sand and 
then,pull a few hairs out of my 
head. They used to pull out a lot 
of hair, but now they just pull 
out a few as a symbol. Then 
they wanted to paint my face. 

“T wrote back and said I was 
honored, but absolutely no. So 
now they’re going to give me a 
sort of modernized version, 
which includes some prayers and 
dancing and a necklace to be 
hung around my neck. I told 
them I would go for that. I don’t 
know the date yet, or how many 
are coming.” 

His Shawnee name, incidental- 
ly, will be Gay-naiow-piah-si-ka, 
which, as anyone can plainly 
see, means ‘man with many 
friends.” 

But to get back to the Indian 
figurines, Joe sort of semi-re- 
tired to the Jefferson county log 
cabin some six years ago, and 
for want of something to do, 
started making historical figures. 
Washington, Lincoln and so on. 
Then he started making people 
of different nations. As a cos- 
tume designer Joe has always 
been captivated by native cos- 


tumes, the more colorful the 


better. 

“I. decided to do people of all 
European countries,” he _ said, 
‘until I discovered that in Po- 
land alone there are 35 different 
folk costumes.” 

Having always been interested 
in the American Indian, he 
switched back to that. “I didn’t 
even know where to start,” he 
said, ‘‘so I wrote to the Ameri- 
can Indian Museum in New 
York and the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, and started buying old 
books and magazines with Indi- 
an pictures in them.” | 

He made a few figurines and 


advertised in magazines. They 
sold readily to gift shops and 
museums. “First thing I knew,” 
he related, “I got a letter from 
two Indians in Pennsylvania, 
Chief White Cloud and Chief 
Black Bear, who seem to be 
the heads of the Shawnee tribe. 
They wanted a complete collec- 
tion of all Shawnee costumes. 
I started making them and 
corresponding with them and 
last fall they wrote and said the 
tribe wanted to adopt me. 

“I wrote back and said I was 
honored but why? They said I 
thought like an Indian and that 
in my research into Shawnee 
costumes I had learned more 
about the Shuwnees than they 
knew themselves. So _ they’re 
‘coming this summer—to give 
me the works.” 

Joe was born in West Plains, 
Mo., a small town in Howell 
county, and his family moved 
to Springfield when he was 12. 
He disdained school in his 
middle teens in favor of the 
stage. He became general walk- 
on and utility man at the ‘old 
Diemer theater in Springfield, 
and one of his contemporaries 
was a poor, stage-struck teen- 
ager named Pearl White. 

After he had learned his way 
around backstage he came to 
St. Louis and joined a touring 
company of ‘“‘The Pink , Lady,” 
working as a chorus boy and a 
trap-drummer in the orchestra. 
That was about 1914. Then he 
played vaudeville, road shows 
and stock companies, sometimes 
on the stage, sometimes in the 
orchestra pit. 

“But all the time,” he said, 
“I yearned to be a producer or 
a set and costume designer.” 
He went to France in World 
War I. 

“They didn’t have U.S.O. and 
Special Services in those days,” 
he pointed out. “Instead they 
just rounded up everybody who 
had been in show business and 
put them into big revues, which 
the soldiers wrote and produced 
themselves.” 

Joe not only got a good com- 
edy part in a show but he also 
helped write it and helped de- 
sign the costumes and sets. The 
show toured all over Europe 
and young Joe was in seventh 
heaven. 

He came back to Springfield 
and walked around the public 
square and his spirits were low. 
Springfield in those days was 
not exactly the soil in which a 
creative soul would flourish. 

Joe had never gone to art 
school, but he had natural talent 
and a feeling for costume de- 
sign. So he just put ads in Bill- 
board and Variety and an- 
nounced he was in the costume 
designing business. 

“First thing I knew I was busy 
as hell,” he says with the air 
of a man who is still surprised. 
The business grew until he had 
14 women sewing for him and 
he was shipping costumes to 
amateur and professional groups 
all over the country. 

Joe got interested in making 
marionettes about this time, just 
as a hobby. Before long he had 
a whole batch of marionettes, 
so he wrote ia show, built a stage 
and scenery, and sent them out 
on the road as the ‘Andreev 
Saroff Marionettes.”’ He didn’t 
actually say they were fresh 
from Russia and a_ successful 
tour of Europe but he managed 
to leave that impression. 

“People,” he says, “are al- 
ways impressed by something 
from. Europe. Call them the Joe 
Peek‘ marionettes from Spring- 
field, Mo., and they would stay 
away in droves.” The marionette 
show toured the Middle West for 
several years, doing a splendid 
business. 

It was about this time that Joe 
decided to realize his, ambition 
to be a producer, and he started 
the Little Theater in Springfield, 
That was in the days when Lit- 
tle Theater groups were con- 
sidered not only avant garde but 
somewhat questionable. Always 
putting on arty little plays that 
nobody ever heard of. You didn’t 
dare tell your family you were 
tied up with a Little Theater 
group. | 
. That was when I first met Joe. 
My career in the Little Theater 
was a short one. I was cast as 
a Roman soldier who came bear- 
ing tidings to the king. I was 18 
years old, stood six feet tall and 
weighed 138’ pounds soaking wet.- 
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—By a Post-Dispatch Photographer.

When I came out on the 
stage, wearing a sheet for 
toga and carrying a spear, 
and said, “I, a mighty, war- 
rior who has killed many men 
in his time—’’ it broke up the 
play. A couple of seasons of 
that sort of thing and Joe gave 
up the Little Theater. ‘“Let’s 
not even talk about it,” he 
Says now. 

It was about 1934 that Joe 
journeyed to St. Louis to see the 
Russian Ballet. “I stayed a 
couple of days, palling around 
with some of the people in the 
ballet, and suddenly I said to 

myself, ‘Why go back?’” And 
he didn’t. 

He closed his costume business 
and stayed in St. Louis. “One 
of the first things I did,’’ he re- 
called, “I worked with Gertrude 
Knott in staging the first ofa 
series of Folk Festivals. It was 
held at the new Kiel Auditorium 
and I personally pulled the cur- 
tain for the first time on the 
stage of the Opera House.” 

As usual, Joe remained busy. 
He opened a dramatic school, 
gave marionette shows for chil- 
dren at a downtown department 
store for several seasons, and 
also taught puppetry. Now and 
then he designed and made cos- 
tumes for shows. 

Always a bachelor, Joe lived 
simply and saved his money. He 
does his own cooking and has 
never been conscious of clothes 
as anything except a means of 


being covered. 

About six years ago he de- 
cided to retire and he found the 
two-room log cabin at High Ridge 
which had been built as a week- 
end retreat by a school teacher. 
But after he had begun to tire 
of building book shelves and 
and making rock walls and hang- 
ing gardens around the place, he 
got restless. 

“T put an ad in some maga- 
zines offering puppets,” he ex- 
plained. ‘“‘A lot of orders came 
in, but it soon began to dawn on 
me that people didn’t want pup- 
pets so much as they wanted 
dolls. There seemed to be a big 
demand for figurines in various 
native costumes. So I started 
making them. I sent stuff all 
over the world.” 


It was through this that he 
drifted into the Indian figurines. 
He set out to make every cos- 
tume of every tribe, but now he 
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enough. In the first place, there 
were more than 100 tribes, and 
every tribe had any number of 
costumes, ranging from hunting 
clothes to ceremonial dress. 


He makes the bodies like small 
rag dolls, and then coats them 
with a preparation he invented 
himself which is composed chief- 
ly of powdered sawdust and glue. 
The: small garments, carefully 
copied from old books, news- 
papers and magazines (he has 
shelves filled with old copies of 
the National Geographic) are 
fitted with. meticulous attention 
to detail and design. 

On shelves of his small work- 
room are rows of boxes with 
labels' like ‘‘duck feathers,’’ 


*‘quail feathers,’ ‘‘red feathers,” 
sil _ pst and so on. 
ie ther boxes are filled with tiny 


beads of all colors, shells and 
various other things Indians dec- 
orated themselves with. 


There are more than 100 dolls 
in the collection now. They have 
been exhibited at the Public Li- 
brary and at Webster College, 
some of them are now on ex- 
hibit in the Webster Groves Li- 
brary, and from June 20 to July 
2, 90 of the dolls will be on dis- 
play in the Exhibition Hall at 
Stix, Baer and Fuller. He has 
had requests to exhibit them all 
over the country. 


“But I just haven’t got the 
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time or the inclination,” he says. 
“I don’t have to work any more. 
Sometimes I wonder why I do it, 
when I’m 71 years old, but, on 
the other hand, can you think 
of anything worse than doing 
nothing ?”’ 

Joe has neither radio nor tele- 
vision in his cluttered cabin. 
Three walls are lined with boua 
shelves to the ceiling. There are 
paintings gathered through the 
years, ceremonial masks he has 
made himself, a couple of mosaic 
pictures made of bits of egg 
shell, Indian baskets, rugs and 
pottery.

“Broadway Blackout 


NEW YORK, May 18. 

THE LEAGUE OF NEW: YORK THEATERS seems to 
have decided apparently that it will not object if the failure 
of current negotiations with Equity brings about a Broadway 
blackout later this year. 

The League has charged that a good part of Equity’s 
demands will mean a rise of at least 25 per cent in the 
price of theater tickets. Equity states flatly that this is not 
true. It says that the theater-goer has been a victim of 
ticket price boosts that are the fault of the League. 


Equity states that the cost of its demands as 
applied to current Broadway shows would not increase 
the cost to management to anywhere near the amount’ 
of a 25 per cent increase which the League threatens 
at present to add to the price of theater tickets. 
Equity has taken a number of the most successful 


plays and shows exactly what meeting its demands 
would cost. 


And I think the theater-goer has a right to demand that 
the League meet Equity’s very reasonable desires for im- 
proved conditions for Equity members and that they absorb 
their costs in their profits rather than be adding so much 
to the price of tickets.
